Class History e 


To young hearts and young minds one year seems long, and four years are an 
eternity.

When we, the class of 1951, entered Barringer, we found many things to con- 
fuse us.

We found in her, from the beginning, those qualities 
of wisdom and understanding which made us trust her and regard her as a true 
friend.

Aggie DiDeo, Bill Biunno, John Sibilia, 
Mike Zanga and Crew-Cut Jerry Mattone became our all-star cheering squad. How 
about those terr-if-ic twirlers? Especially the captain? Hmmmm? Remember 
when Jean DiLisio's lunch-room birthday party went up in smoke? Lillian Ramir- 
ez has learned since to blow out matches. Life CAN be beautiful, you know. 


At the end of the third year, Miss Gray and Mr. Argand consented to be our 
advisors and they have worked hard to make our class a good one. While we were 
still Juniors, Donato Zecca was elected class president and Lou Maraviglia vice- 
president. Mighty fine officers have they been too. We elected Al Grieco treasur- 
er. For the feminine touch, we gave Jean DiLisio tlie job of secretary. 


We were the first class in Barringer to sling mops over our shoulders and to 
lug brushes and cleaning fluid to our customers. We were a practical class, you 
see, for we cut down a great deal of expense. Ingenuity? We had it! The Febru- 
ary Festival broke all records in attendance.(?) How about the class outing that 
wound up with mass cutting, Sunnyfield. Ssh ssh! 


Front seats in the auditorium at last! After three and a half years we could 
enjoy the assembly programs. And why? We could SEE them, of course! The 
football team improved and our boys were really wonderful. Work on the yearbook 
went at full blast and we really went all out to make the publication not only a 


good one but the most inexpensive in the history of the school. 


The Thanksgiving Dance and the Prom we shall always remember, for they 
were our last chance to be together socially as a class. The girls have pressed 
their corsages between the pages of an album. The boys still remember the bills, 
the rented tuxedos and the lovely girls whom they escorted. 


The award Assembly amazed us. Never before had we fully realized the fact 
that hard work has its compensations. Many 4A’s received prizes for outstanding 
work in their studies, but the greatest award of all was still to come.
